Frankfort. — Resolutions adopted by 
the Big Sandy Coal Operators' Asso- 
ciation of Kentucky protesting against 
a change in railroad rates on coal leav- 
ing Kentucky were died with the State 
Railroad Commission. They recite 
that the Baltimore & Ohio, the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio, the Norfolk & Western 
and the Pennsylvania have asked the 
Interstate Railroad Commission to In- 
vestigate the coal rates of tlio compa- 
nies carrying coal out of West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, Pennsylvania and Ken- 
tucky, and Increase the freight rates 
so as to differentiate the rates be- 
tween these states. 

The resolutions say that such an In- 
crease would destroy the North and 
Northwest trade of the coal-mine op- 
erators in Kentucky. The Kentucky 
mine operators say that the movement 
for higher rates originates with the 
coal operators of Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania and not with the railroads. 



Bucharest, Roumanla, Nov. 1.— A 
great fleet of transports carrying Rub 
elan troops for the Invasion ol Bui 
Karla has left Odessa and Bebaslopol.

Serbs’ Peril Increases. 

The position of Serbia is becoming 
more desperate daily. Nish la threat 
cued by the Bulgarians, while the Aus 
trlans and (lernmns are gradually 
opening the way toward the greut Ser 
blan arsenal at Kraguyevatz. Rome 
reports that the Serbian capital has 
boen removed to a "certain point.' 

According to tho latest official re 
ports from Sofia, the Serbians are in 
retreat in a westerly dlroctlon all 
along the Bulgarian front. Unofficial 
dispatches state that a Bulgarian of 
fleer commanding an advance patrol 
has dined with the Austro-German 
■tall. 

The Bulgarians assert that they are 
In possession of Negotin, Brza Pa 
lanka, Zajecar, Knlajevats and several 
villages in the Tlmok valley, which 
gives them a strategical position of 
primary importance.

General Villa's army was last re- 
ported 18 miles southeast of Agua 
Prieta, In Bernardino valley. This 
placed him on a fairly easy march to 
the barbed-wire entanglements front- 
ing General Calles’ elaborate system 
of defenses. 

Protected by Trench Maze. 

Although alroady nossessed of a 
fairly labyrinthine system of protec- 
tive works, General Calles had his 
men employ their tlnul waiting hours 
adding to mazeR of trenches and re 
doubts. 

Not a blade of grass grows In Agua 
Prieta and dust whirls sent dancing 
about by winds that constantly sweep 
the treeless stretch of country, coaled 
the brown faces of the soldiers as they 
labored with picks and shovels under 
the eyes of swarthy women and chil- 
dren, who fringe every Mexican mili- 
tary encampment. 

The city of Douglas extends right 
down to the border line, but Is sparse- 
ly built for perhaps half a mile north 
from the boundary. Facing this open 
space the Carranza soldiers finished a 
trench line which completed around 
Agua Prieta a band of defensive works 
that extend roughly three-quarters ot 
a mile north and south and about a 
mile and a quarter east and west. 

The town itself, with its adobe build- 
ings, tents, go-dowuB and lean to bar- 
racks, housing thousands of refugees 
driven in by the Villa advance, lies 
within and overlookln : this ellipse of 
defensive workB. The refugees, most- 
ly women and children, will bo 
brought over to the Urlted Stales. 

Plans also havo been made to bring 
over the Carranza wounded If tho 
general hospital comes under lire. 

The trenches are the work of Col. 

Max Jofre, a Chilean engineer. The 
three lines of defenses are fronted llrst 
by lines of barbed-wire entanglements, 
which, It Is said, can be charged with 
a deadly current ot electricity, lie 
yond this lie fields of mines that ex- 
plode by contact of by electrically 
controlled tiring devices.

For the live years prior to the or- 
ganization of the insurance rating 
board the average rate In the United 
States paid to Insurance companies 
was $1.15 per $100 of Insurance. In 
Kentucky It was $1.33. In 1914 the re- 
Auction for the entire country was only 
8 cents, the average rate being $1.07, 
whereas in Kentucky the average rate 
was reduced to $1.20, or a reduction o. 
13 cents per $100 Insurance from the 
average rate for the five-year period 
prior to the appointment ot the rating 
board. In other words, while the aver- 
age rato of the United States in 1914 
was only 7 cams below the figure for 
the above period. Kentucky's rate has 
been reduced 13 rents, or 60 per rent 
more than has been the average re- 
duction of the other states.

Serbian 
forces near Mitrovltza and Prishtina 
are retreating north in the direction 
of Novlpazar, with the purpose evi 
dentiy of joining the main groups ol 
tbelr army In the Interior, where it 
la said a stale of siege Is rapidly ap 
proachlng, since the Serbs are on the 
verge of being completely cut off. 

Serbs Fight for Zajecar. 

The capture of Zajecar was of dis 
tlnct benefit to the Bulgarians, as It 
was of ImportcAice to the Serbians 
both us a frontier fortress and as a 
railway junction. Zujecar was de 
fended by a Serbian first-line division 
supported by about 10,000 men of the 
third reserve. The Bulgarian forces 
numbered about two brigades. 

The most thorough preparations for 
defense bad ' been made by the Serb! 
ana, wliose resistance was determined. 
Every mountain crest surrounding the 
fortress was literally covered with 
barbed-wire entanglements and other 
obstacles. From these positions the 
Serbians poured a terrific lire Into tbo 
Bulgarian lines. 

Three outlying positions were tali 
en more than a week ago, but the In 
ucr line and the southern, eastern 
and northern works held out until 
Monday. However, tho Bulgarians 
succeeded In taking heavy artillery to 
the top of the mountain, whence they 
were able to direct tbetr Are at the 
Serbian defenses.

M RS. PHILIP SNOWDEN, the noted English suffragist, will make the 
opening address at the suffrage convention In Lexington the night ot 
Monday, Nov. 8. When Mrs. Snowden spoke In Lexington two years 
ago many people who could not get seats stood throughout the address. 
Many others were turned away because they could not even find standing 
room in the hall. 

Mrs. Snowden is the wife of the Honorable Philip Snowden, a member 
of the House of Commons, and at present one of the committee appointed by 
Hon. Lloyd George to control the sale of liquor In the 1 munitions area. Mrs. 
Snowden, though a young woiqu^ has been speaking In public since her hus- 
band was returned to Parliament in 1905. In the last eight years she has 
averaged two hundred public addresses a year, delivered in .England, In this 
country and in Australia. Mrs. Snowden Is now giving a month’s campaign 
ipeaking In New York State. She is the author of a book on “The Feminist 
Movement."

Accessibility of market has 
been, is, and ever will be the one 
big factor in determining the 
value of farm lands and the pros- 
perity of all who engage in agri- 
cultural pursuits. The farm that 
abuttsan improved or paved high- 
ways is the farm that pays the 
biggest interest on the invest- 
ment and brings the greatest re- 
sults in dollars and cents for the 
amount of time and labor expend- 
ed. 

The isolated farm, the farm off 
the improved road, the farm that 
is inaccessible for six months of 
the year, is the farm that is sold 
by the sheriff from the steps of 
the county court house. Things 
grown and raised on such a farm 
are perhaps of the same quality 
as those that demand the highest 
prices in the market of town and 
city and find as ready sale once 
they are in reach of the buyer. 
The additional transportaion cost 
does away with the margin of 
profit, however, and the one 
chance of the agriculturist is lost. 

Nowadays, distance is not 
measured by miles, but by hours 
and minutes. Metropolitan com- 
muters care not the number of 
miles they are distant from their 
work, but only considered the 
amount of time they must spend 
in reaching their places of busi- 
ness. Truly time is money. The 
fanner’s time may not be so valu- 
able as that of the man who 
directs the destinies of a half- 
dozen manufacturing plants, 
looks after extensive banking in- 
terests and controls a couple of 
railroads, yet the time of the 
farmer is of sufficient value to be 
properly conserved and judicious- 
ly expended. In this, good roads 
play a large and important part, j 
When the farmer goes to town, 
to church, to the blacksmith shop, 
to the mill, to his neighbor’s— 
and makes the trip through mud 
hub deep and over roads which 
tax the strength and disposition 
of his team, he throws away a 
half hour of time for each mile 
traveled. If it is five miles to the 
end of his journey and five miles 
return, he has wasted five hours 
of his own and his team’s time. 
At thirty cents per hour, which 
is a low estimate, a dollar and a 
' half has been sacrificed on the al- 
tar of bad roads. Two trips per 
week and the total is three dollars. 
One hundred and fifty dollars per 
year. 

This woeful waste is further 
emphasized when one considers 
that only from one-third to one- 
half of a respectable load may be
